39 Toys Ordered Off Market By Government As Dangerous

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 


most gifts already wrapped and 
ready for stacking under the 
nation's Christmas trees, the 
federal government has ordered 
39 toys off the market because of 
pins, needles, metal spikes and 
sharp wires it says could be 
dangerous. 


The FDA has also moved to 


provide a way for parents to get 
refunds if they purchased one of 
the toys on the list. The agency 


said it was proposing a rule 
requiring manufacturers be 
prepared to either return the 
purchase price in full or repair 
the toys so that they are safe. 
But the customer could opt for 
the refund under the rule, which 
is subject to 15 days of comment. 


One of those listed was Toy 


Town of Randallstown, Md., 
which the FDA said made a toy 
called Squeaking Toy Donkey, 
which 
has 
a 
removable 


squeaker. 


Another was dangerous. Only 


one, Jarts, a lawn darts game 
produced by J.B. Jarts, South 
Glen Falls, N.Y. appears among 
the 39.

91st Congi ess heads home 
tonight for a long holiday 
weekend, likely without offering 
the nation anything more for 
Christmas but a promise to 
come back and burn itself out in 
a blaze of oratory. 


A second attempt to end a 


filibuster 
on funds 
for 
a 


supersonic transport plane — 
SST 8 was the major piece of 
business before the Senate 
today. 


Chances were slim, however, 


that the 11 a.m. EST vote would 
succeed. 


The House, meanwhile, faced 


a decision on whether it would 
return Monday or stay away 
until Jan. 2 and possibly remove 
the last hope this Congress could 
accomplish anything more. 


Adding to these problems, 


progress broke down on several 
other issues Monday, including 
five foreign aid and defense bills 
dealing with Southeast Asia 
policy.

In the first nine months of 
1970, there were 42,000 legal 
abortions in California com­ 
pared with 15,340 during 1969.

Drink Fluids For 


Cold Therapy 


“Drink lots of fluids” the 
common cold victim is always 
advised, but the reason is 
seldom explained. 
In his “Complete Medical 
Guide,” Dr. Benjamin F. Miller 
advises parents that one of the 
most important things you can 
do for a sick child with a cold 
and fever 
is 
to give him 
adequate amounts of fluid. He 
explains that the child loses 
body fluids because the fever 
makes him perspire. The cold 
victim often becomes quite 
“dried out” which lowers his 
resistance to germs still more. 
Drinking lots of liquids — 
milk, water, fruit juices and 
carbonated beverages — helps 
to prevent dehydration by 
enabling the child to urinate 
normal amounts. 
Dr. Miller 
recommends encouraging him 
to 
drink 
small 
quantities 
frequently. 
G rapefruit and 
melons are good sources of fluid, 
too. 
He also suggests that a 
physician be consulted before 
nose drops or antihistamine pills 
are given to alleviate cold 
symptons. 
Dr. Miller writes that the most 
important thing to know about a 
cold is that its virus paves the 
way for secondary invaders. He 
advises that no cold, child’s or 
adult’s, should be neglected.

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Viewing With Alarm Not Enough 


The Rev. Billy Graham, commemorating the Pilgrims' first 


Sabbath in the New World, commented that although they 
disagreed with much that prevailed in the England of their time 
they did not shoot the judge, they did not bomb the courthouse, they 
didn't burn the flag, and they didn't shout obscenities. Obviously, 
he was voicing criticism of today's violent dissidents, and his 
sentiments will no doubt be applauded by most Americans. But just 
as obviously, such viewing with alarm will accomplish very little — 
perhaps nothing at all. 


In the first place, the people who will applaud the Rev. Mr. 


Graham will be the ones who are revolted by the violence and bored 
with the obscenities already. And the people who are resorting to 
the violence and the obscenities are not likely to be moved by the 
Rev. Mr. Graham's comparisons of their actions with those of the 
pioneer Separatists from the Church of England. 


Looking at the situation from the other side, nothing would be 


accomplished for the dissidents, either, by just making speeches 
and viewing with alarm. This in not to My that there it no other 
action they can take besides blowing up buildings and disrupting 
the functioning of our economic, political, and legal systems. 
Certainly it is not an attempt to excuse or justify such actions. It is 
simply to point out that simply declaring things are wrong will not 
effect a change. 


In like manner, it is not enough for us to point out that the 


violence we disapprove is unjustified and uncalled for. We must 
either repress it by force or make changes which will remove the 
causes which lead to it. We should do both. We should do both 
quickly. 


It is imperative, if we are to function as a democratic, civilized 


society that we do not permit violence in any form. Violence can be 
justified only when people have no other means of protesting in- 
justice, and no other means of securing justice. Even then it 
cannot be condoned when it is directed at people not responsible for 
the injustice. With that in mind, and with the temper of the times 
being what it is, the rules today must be strict. Where violence 
threatens, parades and such demonstrations must be barred. 


There must always be avenues for peaceful protest, and the 


protesters must be listened to. We must recognize that an essential 
of practical popular government is that the wants of any sizable 
minority must be considered carefully, and compromises may 
have to be made. A tyranny of the majority must be avoided, not 
only in the interest of human compassion and of impartial justice, 
but also in the interest of a smoothly functioning society and the 
ultimate welfare of the whole country. 


Action is needed. Action now. We must insist that violence not be 


countenanced under any circumstances. At the same time, we 
must remedy the race discrimination, the inadequate provisions 
for health care, the haphazard opportunity for making a living, and 
unpopular foreign commitments that make frustrated people ready 
to risk the hardships and dangers that accompany violent protest.

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White House Admits Slump 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon's budget managers have 
quietly nixed a Labor Depart- 
ment recommendation to raise 
the minimum wage and broaden 
its coverage. 


Their objections, stated in a 


blunt memo intended for official 
eyes 
only, emphasize the 


sluggish economy. 


"Increases 
should 
be 


proposed in an expansionary 
economic situation," the memo 
declares. This would seem to 
betray lack of faith in the Nixon 
Administration's 
public 


statements about the rosy 
economic outlook. 


The Labor Department also 


wants to increase tax deductions 
for the child care expenses of 
working mothers. But the 
budget boys tersely question 
"whether any types of tax 
credits are desirable at this time 
given the need for increased 
federal revenues." 


The Labor Department would 


like the President, further, to 
create a Workmen's Com- 
pensation Commission which 
would study how to protect 
workers from disastrous income 
losses caused by illness or in- 
juries. 


Again, the naysayers in the 


President's budget office ob- 
jected. "We have had too many 
commissions on various sub- 
jects which have hampered 
rather than helped the Ad- 
ministration," they assert in 
their confidential response. 


The 
rejected 
recom- 


mendations were advanced by a 
special Blue Collar Task Force, 
which was supposed to figure 
how to help the nation's hard- 
working, financially-squeezed 
blue-collar workers. But the 
President took the advice in- 
stead of his white-collar ac- 
countants.

Brewster's Woes — Ex- 


Senator Dan Brewster, D-Md., 
shorn of his Senate seat, bereft 
of his power and popularity, was 
indicted on federal bribery 
charges last year. The in- 
dictment was based upon the 
sworn but disputed recollections 
of his former trusted 
ad- 


ministrative assistant, John 
Sullivan. Then Brewster suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown that 
kept him confined in an Irish 
sanitorium for months. Now the 
Internal Revenue Service is 
giving him new headaches. IRS 
agents are quietly questioning 
those who have done business 
with his horse farm.

Klein's Shotgun — Herb Klein, 


the communications pro - 
counsul of the Nixon Ad- 
ministration, tried to buy a 
shotgun just before Christmas at 
Atlas Sports in Wheaton, Md. 
The 
new gun-control law 


requires proof of state residency 
for such a purchase. Klein 
obligingly provided the address 
of his Chevy Chase, Md., home. 
As proof of his identity, he 
produced his fancy White House 
identification folder and pointed 
to his White House limousine 
and chauffeur outside. A local 
policeman in the store added his 
assurance that the customer 
was indeed Herb Klein. 


But Atlas' law-abiding clerks 


would not accept this as proof of 
Klein's residency. At last, Klein 
had them call the Secret Service 
to certify that he lived in 
Maryland. Throughout the 30- 
minute hassle, he behaved with 
polite, 
oriental-like 
in- 


scrutability. Then, with the 
boxed shotgun under his arm, he 
disappeared into his limousine. 


Bitter Brew — Budweiser may 


be the king of beers, as the 
television commercials say. But 
Anheuser-Busch, the company 
that makes Budweiser, must 
now drink a bitter brew of the 
government's making. The 
Agriculture Department, which 
does business with Anheuser- 
Busch, has secretly cited the 
company for racist employment 
practices. The brewmakers 


were given 30 days to snow 
cause 
why 
enforcement 


proceedings shouldn't be started 
against them for failure to 
comply with federal hiring 
standards. An investigation 
revealed that Anheuser-Busch, 
with a work force of more than 
5,000 employed only 109 blacks 
at its St. Louis headquarters. 
Yet the population of the city is 
more than half blacks. 


Bombing Controversy — A 


secret 
State 
Department 


analysis suggests that Hanoi 
might actually welcome U. S. 
air raids on the theory that a few 
bombs might be good for civilian 
morale. Intelligence reports 
generally 
agree 
that 
the 


revolutionary spirit is decidedly 
flagging in North Vietnam and 
that disillusionment has set in 
against the war. The leaders 
apparently feel, according to the 
secret analysis, that U. S. raids 
would stir and unite their 
people. This may be the reason 
Hanoi has threatened to shoot 
down any American planes that 
appear in North Vietnamese

On The Right 


Non-New Yorkers En/oy Municipal Woes

I have found that non-New 


Yorkers take satisfaction from 
the municipal woes of this great 
city, and I do not blame them. 
Because the advice that showers 
down on every other city in the 
United States, on how to 
regulate 
traffic, 
diminish 


pollution, eliminate sewage, 
better race relations, balance 
the budget, and control the 
prima donna tends to come, 
ninety percent of it, from New 
York City. And the urge to tell 
the ailing physician please to 
heal himself before issuing more 
orders, comes naturaiiy to the 
rest of America. 
Which I now 


regale with a few observations 
on the latest crisis of New York 
City, the taxi strike, \vhich is on 
no account to be confused with 
the crisis we shall have in a few 
days, which is a scheduled strike 
of policeman, firemen, and 
sanitation workers. That crisis 
is a world away, on New Year's 
Day. 
Meanwhile, the few ob- 


servations of, I think, general 
interest: 


1) 
Strangely, there is very 


little public pressure on city 
officials to do something about 
it. 
There are nevertheless 


hardships. I Have in mind of 


course the aged and the crip- 
pled; and the busy housewife 
who needs to pile her purchases 
into a cab; and the man, woman, 
or child 
who for whatever 


reason needs to get from point A 
to point B, between which points 
the rapid transit grid is unac- 
commodating. Very well. 


But the huge majority of New 


Yorkers 
have 
discovered 


something, namely that with the 
absence of 12,000 licensed cabs, 
traffic flows effortlessly through 
the streets. 
This means that 


although a New Yorker taking a 
bus resigns himself to stopping 
every other block, in fact the 
length of time required to travel 
to his destination can even be 
less than when he took a cab, 
and paid four or five times the 
price: again, because the buses 
flow freely, now that congestion 
has been eased. The strategic 
impact of this intelligence is 
giving Union Boss Harry van 
Arsdale the grues, or so it is 
reported; all the more so when it 
is known that whatever the final 
arrangement between the cab 
owners and the drivers, the 
passengers will be charged a 
great deal more. What if they 
stop using cabs in substantial 
numbers? 


2) There is a thing in America 


called "fringe benefits," and the 
superstition is assiduously 
nourished, primarily by the 
labor unions, that a 
fringe 


benefit is something that really 
shouldn't count as a part of one's 
salary. The trouble with that 
hocus pocus is that the ac- 
countants 
simply 
cannot 


distinguish between the two, and 
shouldn't. 


A fringe benefit, if that is what 


you choose to call it, is in no 
sense different from the cost of 
wages. The cab-owners in New 
York calculated that the fringe 
benefits — pensions, insurance, 
hospitalization, that kind of 
thing — cost the owner 15 cents 
per taxi ride. So — they say — 
let's take the first 15 cents paid 
by the passenger, and apply it 
directly to the fringe benefit. 
Then let's take the balance of 
the faire and do with it what we 
have done with it in the recent 
past, i.e., split it 
fifty-fifty. 


Reasonable? Mr. Van Arsdale 
decreed a strike. 


3) 
No doubt every city in 


America has its Van Arsdale. 
The gentleman in New York 
does not exactly encourage 
dissent. When he says strike, 
one strikes. 
The morning 


papers carry news of cab 
drivers who are applying for 
relief, only to find that they do 
not qualify to receive relief; as 
why 
indeed 
should 
they, 


inasmuch as 
their 
unem- 


ployment 
is of their own 


making. However —and here is 
the personal tragedy, and, as 
well, the economic anomaly — 
the cab driver who faces evic- 
tion because he cannot pay his 
rent and (sucn cases nave been 
reported) worries now about 
children, 
cannot do what 


comes 
naturally 
under 


the circumstances, which is to 
step into his taxicab and go back 
to work. 
Because Mr. VA's 


goons would do to him what they 
did to the cabdrivers a few years 
ago who resisted unionization, 
i.e., use such persuaders which, 
if they were used by policemen 
against Genghis Khan, would 
bring the whole of the Supreme 
Court out to picket the offending 
precinct. 


4) A solution? Sure. The City 


Council, taking stock of a strike 
of what is in effect a public 
utility, should move to auction, 
beginning three days hence, one 
thousand medallions per day 
that the strike continues. End 
strike. Enter the raiblio 


Federal Goal To Compensate Victims

WASHINGTON — If 
you 


should visit the Nation's Capital 
next summer your chances of 
being robbed, maimed, raped or 
murdered 
might not have 


decreased. But your chances of 
being compensated 
for the 


wrong could be greatly in- 
creased. 


At least that is the goal of a bill 


just introduced by 
Senate 


Majority Leader Mike Man- 
sfield, the aim of which is to 
compensate victims of crime up 
to $25,000. 


Mansfield 
introduced 
the 


measure in the waning days of 
the 91st Congress, 
with no 


chance of passage this session. 
But he said the aim was to "lay 
the groundwork" and hope for 
passage early in the next 
Congress. 


Hawaii and a few other states 


already have such laws on the 
books. 
Mansfield's bill would 


apply to "federal areas," 
meaning court jurisdiction 
rather 
than 
geographical 


location. The bill also provides 
for "block grants" to states, for 
the purpose of compensating 
victims of crime. 


Mansfield 
said 
the 


philosophical 
justification 
for 


such a bill was his belief that if 
society as a whole fails to 


provide adequate protection to 
individuals, then society as a 
whole should make restitution to 
victims of crime. 


There are 18 crimes listed in 


the bill which would constitute 
crimes for which an individual 
could be compensated. 


Among them are assault with 


a dangerous weapon, assault, 
mayhem, malicious disfiguring, 
threats to do bodily harm, lewd 
and obscene acts, arson, rob- 
bery, 
murder, 
voluntary 


manslaughter, rape and others. 


The term "personal injury" 


under the act would include 
"pregnancy, 
mental distress, 


nervous 
shock, 
loss 
of 


reputation," and other 
legal 


terms. 


Senator Mansfield said he had 


no idea what the bill would cost, 
cither administratively or in 
claims against the American 
taxpayers. 


Mansfield's bill would set up a

Commission" 
with 
three 


members, 
appointed 
by the 


president. Their salaries would 
be fixed by federal legislation.

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Viewing With Alarm Not Enough 


The Rev. Billy Graham, commemorating the Pilgrims’ first 
Sabbath in the New World, commented that although they 
disagreed with much that prevailed in the England of their time 
they did not shoot the judge, they did not bomb the courthouse, they 
didn’t burn the flag, and they didn’t shout obscenities. Obviously, 
he was voicing criticism of today’s violent dissidents, and his 
sentiments will no doubt be applauded by most Americans. But just 
as obviously, such viewing with alarm will accomplish very little — 
perhaps nothing at all. 


In the first place, the people who will applaud the Rev. Mr. 
Graham will be the ones who are revolted by the violence and bored 
with the obscenities already. And the people who are resorting to 
the violence and the obscenities are not likely to be moved by the 
Rev. Mr. Graham’s comparisons of their actions with those of the 
pioneer Separatists from the Church of England. 


Looking at the situation from the other side, nothing would be 
accomplished for the dissidents, either, by Just making speeches 
and viewing with alarm. This is not to say that there is no other 
action they can take besides blowing up buildings and disrupting 
the functioning of our economic, political, and legal systems. 
Certainly it is not an attempt to excuse or justify such actions. It is 
simply to point out that simply declaring things are wrong will not 
effect a change. 


In like manner, it is not enough for us to point out that the 
violence we disapprove is unjustified and uncalled for. We must 
either repress it by force or make changes which will remove the 
causes which lead to it. We should do both. We should do both 
quickly. 


It is imperative, if we are to function as a democratic, civilized 
society that we do not permit violence in any form. Violence can be 
justified only when people have no other means of protesting in­ 
justice, and no other means of securing justice. Even then it 
cannot be condoned when it is directed at people not responsible for 
the injustice. With that in mind, and with the temper of the times 
being what it is, the rules today must be strict. Where violence 
threatens, parades and such demonstrations must be barred. 


There must always be avenues for peaceful protest, and the 
protesters must be listened to. We must recognize that an essential 
of practical popular government is that the wants of any sizable 
minority must be considered carefully, and compromises may 
have to be made. A tyranny of the majority must be avoided, not 
only in the interest of human compassion and of impartial justice, 
but also in the interest of a smoothly functioning society and the 
ultimate welfare of the whole country. 


Action is needed. Action now. We must insist that violence not be 
countenanced under any circumstances. At the same time, we 
must remedy the race discrimination, the inadequate provisions 
for health care, the haphazard opportunity for making a living, and 
unpopular foreign commitments that make frustrated people ready 
to risk the hardships and dangers that accompany violent protest.

Nixon’s budget managers have 
quietly nixed a Labor Depart­ 
ment recommendation to raise 
the minimum wage and broaden 
its coverage. 
Their objections, stated in a 
blunt memo intended for official 
eyes

sluggish economy. 
“ Increases 
should 
be 
proposed in an expansionary 
economic situation,” the memo 
declares. This would seem to 
betray lack of faith in the Nixon 
A d m in is tr a tio n ’s 
p u b lic 
statem ents about the rosy 
economic outlook. 
The Labor Department also 
wants to increase tax deductions 
for the child care expenses of 
working mothers. 
But the 
budget boys tersely question 
‘‘whether any types of tax 
credits are desirable at this time 
given the need for increased 
federal revenues.” 
The Labor Department would 
like the President, further, to 
create a Workmen’s Com­ 
pensation Commission which 
would study how to protect 
workers from disastrous income 
losses caused by illness or in­ 
juries. 
Again, the naysayers in the 
President’s budget office ob­ 
jected. “We have had too many 
commissions on various sub­ 
jects which have hampered 
rather than helped the Ad­ 
ministration,” they assert in 
their confidential response. 
The 
rejected 
recom­ 
mendations were advanced by a 
special Blue Collar Task Force, 
which was supposed to figure 
how to help the nation’s hard­ 
working, 
financially-squeezed 
blue-collar workers. But the 
President took the advice in­ 
stead of his white-collar ac­ 
countants. 
WASHINGTON EXPOSE 
Backstage Feud — Henry 


Kissinger’s crew has stepped up

Secretary Bill Rogers. Kissinger 
has set up his own private State 
Department in the White House. 
His foreign policymakers are 
frequently at odds with Rogers’ 
f o r e ig n 
p o lic y m a k e r s . 
Kissinger

whispering around Washington 
that Rogers was President 
Nixon’s 
fourth 
choice 
for 
Secretary of State, that Rogers 
lacks Kissinger’s academ ic 
K i s s i n g e r ’s 
a c a d e m ic 
credentials for undei standing 
the Communist th re a ’, that 
Rogers is a “security risk” on 
Capitol Hill.

On more 
than one occasion, Kissinger 
and company have gone to 
elaborate lengths to keep in­ 
formation from Rogers, for fear 
he might leak it to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
B rew ster’s Woes 
— Ex- 
Senator Dan Brewster, D-Md., 
shorn of his Senate seat, bereft 
of his power and popularity, was 
indicted on federal bribery 
charges last year. The in­ 
dictment was based upon the 
sworn but disputed recollections 
of his former trusted ad­ 
m inistrative assistant, John 
Sullivan. Then Brewster suf­ 
fered a nervous breakdown that 
kept him confined in an Irish 
sanitorium for months. Now the 
Internal Revenue Service is 
giving him new headaches. IRS 
agents are quietly questioning 
those who have done business 
with his horse farm. In some 
cases, they have been asked for 
bill, 
checks 
and 
other 
documents. Through it all, the 
harassed 
Brew ster 
has 
protested wearily that he is 
innocent of wrongdoing. 
Anti-UN 
Am bassador 
— 
President Nixon’s new UN 


Ambassador, 
the 
defeated 
Texas politician George Bush, 
will be the first man to take the 
job with an open threat to pull 
this country out of the world 
body. In 1964, Bush confided to 
100 Texas fatcats: “If Red China 
should be admitted to the UN, 
then the UN is hopeless and we 
should withdraw.” It now looks 
as if Red China will be admitted 
during the Texan’s tenure as UN 
Ambassador. 
Klein's Shotgun — Herb Klein, 
the 
communications pro - 
counsul of the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration, tried to buy a 
shotgun just before Christmas at 
Atlas Sports in Wheaton, Md. 
The 
new 
gun-control 
law 
requires proof of state residency 
for such a purchase. Klein 
obligingly provided the address 
of his Chevy Chase, Md., home. 
As proof of his identity, he 
produced his fancy White House 
identification folder and pointed 
to his White House limousine 
and chauffeur outside. A local 
policeman in the store added his 
assurance that the customer 
was indeed Herb Klein. 
But Atlas’ law-abiding clerks 
would not accept this as proof of 
Klein’s residency. At last, Klein 
had them call the Secret Service 
to certify that he lived in 
Maryland. Throughout the 30- 
minute hassle, he behaved with 
polite, 
oriental-like 
in­ 
scrutability. Then, with the 
boxed shotgun under his arm, he 
disappeared into his limousine. 


Bitter Brew — Budweiser may 
be the king of beers, as the 
television commercials say. But 
Anheuser-Busch, the company 
that makes Budweiser, must 
now drink a bitter brew of the 
governm ent’s making. 
The 
Agriculture Department, which 
does business with Anheuser- 
Busch, has secretly cited the 
company for racist employment 
practices. The brew m akers 


were given 30 days to snow 
cause 
why 
enforcement 
proceedings shouldn’t be started 
against them for failure to 
comply with federal hiring 
standards. An investigation 
revealed that Anheuser-Busch, 
with a work force of more than 
5,000 employed only 109 blacks 
at its St. Louis headquarters. 
Yet the population of the city is 
more than half blacks. 
Bombing Controversy — A 
secret 
State 
D epartm ent 
analysis suggests that Hanoi 
might actually welcome U. S. 
air raids on the theory that a few 
bombs might be good for civilian 
m orale. Intelligence reports 
generally 
agree 
that 
the 
revolutionary spirit is decidedly 
flagging in North Vietnam and 
that disillusionment has set in 
against the war. The leaders 
apparently feel, according to the 
secret analysis, that U. S. raids 
would stir and unite their 
people. This may be the reason 
Hanoi has threatened to shoot 
down any American planes that 
appear in North Vietnamese 
skies, 
including 
unarm ed 
reconnaissance craft. President 
Nixon, claiming the right of 
reconnaissance as part of the 
1968 bombing halt agreement, 
has threatened to retaliate. 
What 
w orries 
the

Department is that Hanoi really 
wants the raids Nixon has 
promised. 
White House Guest — The 
“reputable right wing” has been 
receiving an increasingly warm 
reception at the White House. 
For instance, suave William 
Baroody Sr., president of the

President Nixon’s guest at a 
select dinner for British Prime

Heath. 
Baroody, an amiable Tory, was

On The Right 
Non-New Yorkers Enjoy Municipal Woes 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 
I have found that non-New 
Yorkers take satisfaction from 
the municipal woes of this great 
city, and I do not blame them. 
Because the advice that showers 
down on every other city in the 
United States, 
on how to 
regulate 
traffic, 
diminish 
pollution, elim inate sewage, 
better race relations, balance 
the budget, and control the 
prima donna tends to come, 
ninety percent of it, from New 
York City. And the urge to tell 
the ailing physician please to 
heal himself before issuing more 
orders, comes naturally to the 
rest of America. Which I now 
regale with a few observations 
on the latest crisis of New York 
City, the taxi strike, which is on 
no account to be confused with 
the crisis we shall have in a few 
days, which is a scheduled strike 
of policeman, firemen, and 
sanitation workers. That crisis 
is a world away, on New Year’s 
Day. 
Meanwhile, the few ob­ 
servations of, I think, general 
interest: 
1) 
Strangely, there is very 
little public pressure on city 
officials to do something about 
it. 
There are nevertheless 
hardships. 
I Have in mind of 


course the aged and the crip­ 
pled; and the busy housewife 
who needs to pile her purchases 
into a cab; and the man, woman, 
or child who for whatever 
reason needs to get from point A 
to point B, between which points 
the rapid transit grid is unac­ 
commodating. Very well. 
But the huge majority of New 
Yorkers 
have 
discovered 
something, namely that with the 
absence of 12,000 licensed cabs, 
traffic flows effortlessly through 
the streets. 
This means that 
although a New Yorker taking a 
bus resigns himself to stopping 
every other block, in fact the 
length of time required to travel 
to his destination can even be 
less than when he took a cab, 
and paid four or five times the 
price: again, because the buses 
flow freely, now that congestion 
has been eased. The strategic 
impact of this intelligence is 
giving Union Boss Harry van 
Arsdale the grues, or so it is 
reported; all the more so when it 
is known that whatever the final 
arrangement between the cab 
owners and the drivers, the 
passengers will be charged a 
great deal more. What if they 
stop using cabs in substantial 
numbers? 


2) There is a thing in America 
called “fringe benefits,” and the 
superstition is 
assiduously 
nourished, primarily by 
the 
labor unions, 
that a fringe 
benefit is something that really 
shouldn’t count as a part of one’s 
salary. 
The trouble with that 
hocus pocus is that the ac­ 
countants 
simply 
cannot 
distinguish between the two, and 
shouldn’t. 
A fringe benefit, if that is what 
you choose to call it, is in no 
sense different from the cost of 
wages. The cab-owners in New 
York calculated that the fringe 
benefits — pensions, insurance, 
hospitalization, 
that kind 
of 
thing — cost the owner 15 cents 
per taxi ride. So — they say — 
let’s take the first 15 cents paid 
by the passenger, and apply it 
directly to the fringe benefit. 
Then let’s take the balance of 
the faire and do with it what we 
have done with it in the recent 
past, i.e., split it fifty-fifty. 
Reasonable? Mr. Van Arsdale 
decreed a strike. 
3) 
No doubt every city in 
America has its Van Arsdale. 
The gentleman in New York 
does not exactly encourage 
dissent. 
When he says strike, 
one strikes. 
The morning 


papers carry news of cab 
drivers who are applying for 
relief, only to find that they do 
not qualify to receive relief; as 
why 
indeed 
should 
they, 
inasm uch 
as 
their 
unem­ 
ploym ent is of their own 
making. However — and here is 
the personal tragedy, and, as 
well, the economic anomaly — 
the cab driver who faces evic­ 
tion because he cannot pay his 
rent and (such cases tiave been 
reported) worries now about 
children, 
cannot 
do 
what 
comes 
naturally 
under 
the circumstances, which is to 
step into his taxicab and go back 
to work. 
Because Mr. VA’s 
goons would do to him what they 
did to the cabdrivers a few years 
ago who resisted unionization, 
i.e., use such persuaders which, 
if they were used by policemen 
against Genghis Khan, would 
bring the whole of the Supreme 
Court out to picket the offending 
precinct. 
4) A solution? Sure. The City 
Council, taking stock of a strike 
of what is in effect a public 
utility, should move to auction, 
beginning three days hence, one 
thousand medallions per day 
that the strike continues. End 
strike. Enter the D u b lic interest 


Federal Goal To Compensate Victims

WASHINGTON — If you 
should visit the Nation’s Capital 
next summer your chances of 
being robbed, maimed, raped or 
m urdered might not have 
decreased. But your chances of 
being compensated for the 
wrong could be greatly in­ 
creased. 
At least that is the goal of a bill 
just introduced by Senate 
Majority Leader Mike Man­ 
sfield, the aim of which is to 
compensate victims of crime up 
to $25,000. 
M ansfield introduced the 
measure in the waning days of 
the 91st Congress, 
with no 
chance of passage this session. 
But he said the aim was to “lay 
the groundwork” and hope for 
passage early in the next 
Congress. 
Hawaii and a few other states 
already have such laws on the 
books. 
Mansfield’s bill would 
apply to “ federal areas,” 
meaning court jurisdiction 
rath er 
than 
geographical 
location. The bill also provides 
for ’’block grants” to states, for 
the purpose of compensating 
victims of crime. 
M ansfield 
said 
the 
philosophical justification for 
such a bill was his belief that if 
society as a whole fails to 


provide adequate protection to 
individuals, then society as a 
whole should make restitution to 
victims of crime.

Bee Expert Offers Program To 
Protect Pollinating Honey Bees 


DAVIS — The supply of honey 


bees for pollination is short. 


Ward Stanger, University of 


California Agricultural Ex- 
tension apiculturist, said honey 
bees were in such short supply 
this year that some almond 
growers and some alfalfa seed 
producers — large users of 
honey bees — were not able to 
obtain them to pollinate crops. 
Almonds and alfalfa seed are 
only two of the $300 million 
worth of California crops that 
depend upon honey bees for 
pollination. 


There is particular danger of 


increasing the bee shortage, 
Stanger said, by poor coor- 
dination of spraying schedules 
with placement of bees in 
almond orchards. "Honey bees 
lost by being put into the or- 
chard too soon, where they can 
be harmed by insecticides, will 
be lost to other crops the rest of 
the year," says Stanger, who 
offers three-point programs for 
both beekeepers and bee users. 


Beekeepers are advised by 


Stanger: 


1. Do not move honey bees into 


almond orchards until blooming 
has begun, preferably when 
bloom has reached the 10 per 
cent level. This will keep the 
bees on the almond blossoms 
and, to a great extent, away 
from weed or other nearby crop 
'blossoms that might contain 
harmful sprays. 
Delay in 


placement until 10 per cent 
bloom further insures bees will 
not be in the orchard when in- 
secticides are applied for twig 
borer. 


2. When it is necessary to 


place bees in the orchard in the 
fall or early winter, the hives 
may be covered with black 
plastic sheeting during in- 


secticide applications. Com- 
pletely cover the hives for 24 
hours for maximum protection. 
For orchards of 5 acres or 
smaller, groups of hives may be 
placed 
on 
the 
orchard 


perimeter. 


3. Seek grower cooperation in 


providing equipment to help 
move hives into the orchard at 
the proper bloom time, even if 
conditions are muddy. This will 
help to avoid moving in too 
early, when there is danger 
from dormant sprays. 


Growers are urged by Stanger 


to combine crop and bee 
protection by: 


1. Not spraying insecticides or 


miticides when any almond 
blossoms are out. Delayed 
dormant sprays often hit some 
early blossoms, leading to death 
for visiting bees. 


2. Destroying cover crops in 


bloom when bees are in the 
orchard. Cover crops may be 
contaminated from

“I will support the President 
on this issue,” Cranston said. “I 
believe the Congress has written 
into the bill adequate protection 
against another rash use of 
American troops in Cambodia. 
Moreover, arming the Cam­ 
bodians against the North 
Vietnamese hopefully should 
speed 
the 
withdrawal 
of 
American troops from Southeast 
Asia. 
It would deprive the 
President of an excuse to delay 
withdrawal. If we deny him this 
money, he could claim that 
American troops in South 
Vietnam are dangerously ex­ 
posed on our Cambodian flank 
because of the inability of the 
Cambodians to pin down North 
Vietnamese troops in that 
country.”

1942-43, 
was 


arrested in Brazil in l%7. Simon 
Wiesenthal, director of the 
Vienna Jewish Documentation 
Center and the man who tracked 
down Adolf Eichmann, had 
placed Stangl third on the list of 
wanted Nazi war criminals after 
Eichmann's execution in Israel. 
The first two, Hitler's deputy 


Martin Bormann and Gestapo 
chief Heinrich Mueller, still 
have not been accounted for. 


Treblinka, about 60 miles 


northeast of Warsaw, ranked 
just behind Auschwitz in the 
chain of extermination camps 
the Nazis set up in Poland. 
Polish authorities say 781,000 
persons died in Treblinka bet- 
ween July 1942 and October 1943. 


Stangl also commanded the 


Sobibor camp in Poland, but his 
activities there were not con- 
sidered in tht> trial. He was 
accused of ordering the deaths 
of 400,000 Jews and other per- 
sons shipped to Treblinka from

stock market in late trading 
clung to a slender lead as it 
digested today's news of a cut in 
the prime lending rate by major 
banks. 


At 2 p.m. the Dow Jones 


average of 30 industrials was 
ahead 0.82 at 822.36. Winners on 
the New York Stock Exchange 
led losers by a nearly 3 to 2 
margin. 


The impact of the rate cut 


appeared to be fading, analysts 
said. The market had posted a 
gain that lifted the Dow in- 
dustrial average nearly 3 points 
by 11 a.m. 


That was about an hour after 


Chase Manhattan, the nation's 
third largest bank, cut to 6% per 
cent from 7 per cent the interest 
it charges its most creditworthy 
borrowers. Other major banks 
fell in line shortly there-after. 


Analysts said a rate cut had 


been expected. This may have 
accounted for the modest size of 
the market's advance, they 
explained. 


The relatively colorless tone 


in today's market was con- 
sistent with that shown in other 
recent sessions, analysts said. 
The market is considered by 
analysts to be undergoing a 
consolidation phase after a 3Vz 
week rally that ended Dec. 11.
